The British cinematograph industry has 
made an indignant protest against the 
proposal of the American Government to 
impose a-heavy tax upon imported films.

“stars” receive the cost is five times 
greater in America than it is in Britain.

No capital ship has been laid down in 
Great Britain for five years. More than 
two hundred ships of war have been 
scrapped or sold since the Armistice. The 
personnel of the Navy, which in 1914 stood 
at’ 151,000 officers and men, has been re- 
duced to 121,700, and the number of 
capital ships in full commission has fallen 
from thirty-eight to sixteen. None of 
these ships, it must be remembered, em- 
bodies the all-important lessons of the 
Battle of Jutland. Parliament has 
sanctioned the removal by the Admiralty 
of eight of the older capital ships from 
the effective list and their replacement by 
four postJutland units; but only 
£2,000,000 may be spent on the construc- 
tion of these new ships during the current 
year, and, for the time being, the British 
Navy is several years out of date. The 
change is reflected in the Naval Estimates. 
In 1914-15, before there was any sign of 
war, Parliament voted £53,500,000 for the 
Fleet. This year it voted £82,500,000, 
which, as Mr. Hurd points out, represents 
only about £34,500,000 when the depre- 
ciated currency is taken into account. 
Britain, therefore, has set the lead 
already, and it must not be forgotten that 
her Navy is her only guarantee of exist- 
ence. 

America and Japan are in a very 
different position. At the present rate of 
exchange the naval vote of the United 
States Congress for the present year 
amounts to £113,000,000. This huge sum 
is being devoted to the completion of the 
programme which was adopted five years 
ago by the Wilson Administration. The
